(2) Novelty and Inventive Step 

The subject-matter of Claims 1-23 is about a system for notifying a CDMA 2000 1xEV-DO 
system of switching from a 1xEV-DO mode into a 1x mode when a hybrid access terminal is 
switched into the 1x mode. 

D1 discloses a mobile termainal that can change the communication method. D2 discloses a 
method chanes frequency of wireless channel and D3 discloses a mobile communication system 
connected with the other service provider. 

Therefore, compared with the prior arts cited in the International Search Report, the subject- 
matter of Claims 1-23 is considered to involve novelty and an inventive step under PCT Article 
33(2) and 33(3).
